Tough talking seen 
when Shultz arrives

Next week’s meetings in Jerusalem between 
Prime Minister Shamir and Secretary of State 
George Shultz will be more confrontational than 
previous talks between the two, sources in both 
political camps agreed last night. 

Although Shamir yesterday welcomed Shultz's 
visit, he reiterated his reservations about an in- 
ternational conference and other elements of the 


a\merican peace initiative. 


A source close to Shamir said last night that “if 
Shultz is not bringing any new ideas, there is no 
chance that Shamir will accept his plan.” Shultz 
will also exercise his skills of persuasion on Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein, with whom he will meet at 


least twice next week.

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Teheran reports new 
Iraqi chemical attack 


NICOSIA (Reuter) — Iran ac- 
cused Iraq of attacking two border 
villages with outlawed chemical 
weapons yesterday but pledged nev- 
er to retaliate with the same arms. 

‘The Iranian news agency Ima and 
Teheran radio, monitored in Nico- 
sia, said three people were killed 
and three wounded when Iraqi jets 
dropped chemical bombs on the 
Kurdish villages in northwestern 
Tran. 

In Geneva, lranian Foreign min- 
ister Ali Akbar Velayati told the 40- 
nation disarmament conference that 
Iraq had committed genocide in at- 
tacking the Kurdish town of Halabja 
with poison gas on March 17. 

Tran has said 5,000 Kurds were 
killed in chemical bombing of Ha- 
labja in northeastern Iraq after it 
was overrun by Iranian forces. 
Asked by reporters if Iran would 
consider retaliating with chemical 
arms, Velayati said: “We will never 
do 50." 

Teheran radio yesterday gave in- 
structions for what to do in the event 
of gas raids and demonstrated a new 


warning tone for such attacks, 

Iraq said it fired three missiles at 
Iranian cities yesterday after an Ira 
nian frigate repeatedly Shelled a 
Cypriot tanker, setting it on fire 
from stem to stern. 

Shipping sources said the 232,200- 
ton Haven, carrying Saudi Arabian 
oil worth $22 million ran aground in 
the Strait of Hormuz after the 
Wednesday night attack, one of 
Iran's fiercest this year in the tanker

Shevardnadze: U.S.must

MOSCOW (Reuter) — Continued 
U.S. military aid to Moslem rebels 
in Afghanistan is inconceivable if 
Washington is to be a guarantor of 
an Afghan peace settlement, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze was quoted as saying yester- 
day. 

Tass news agency said Shevard- 
nadze told the Bulgarian Commu- 
nist Party newspaper Rabomichesko 
Delo in an interview in Sofia that 
Washington was being “far from 
supportive of an Afghan-Pakistani 
settlement.” 

“It is known that the U.S. govern- 
ment has declared that it will contin- 
ue to give aid to Afghan opposition 
forces... It is, frankly speaking, in- 
conceivable to hold this posture and 
remain ἃ guarantor,” Shevardnadze 
deciared. 

Shevardnadze appeared to con- 
tradict remarks attributed to senior 
Reagan administration officials in 
yesterday's New York Times that 
the Soviet Union had indicated it

All of God’s children need freedom 


In another time and another place 
it was not uncommon that, at appro- 
priate moments in the seder, com- 
ments were made to the effect that it 
was not only the children of Israel 
who had a God-given right to 
emancipation. 

This was not done not to under- 
mine the Jewish copyright on the 
seder or to prove that Jews did not 
have a monopoly on suffering. 

Mostly it was done to prove that 
there can be contemporary meaning 
in the most ancient ritual! and to 
teach that human nature, which de- 
termines relationships between op- 
pressors and the appressed, changes 
much less than might be supposed. 
The central lesson of the Haggaah 
is freedom, and, indeed. those Pes- 
sahs in other places and other times 
were called Freedom Seders. 

Soviet Jewry, American Blacks, 
South African Blacks, Syrian Jewry, 
Vietnamese in the north or Viet- 
namese in the south ~ the list of 
tribal groups grew and shrank and 
grew again, according to whatever 
conflict over emancipation was in 
the public's consciousness. 

The people who thought along 
these tines were more or less eman- 
cipated themselves, for only eman- 
cipated people have the luxury of 
worrying about another people's 
emnacipation.

He is basically correct, but as is 
typical in most such situations, it will 
Temain a moot question as to which 
of those elements was the most in- 
portant. From the point of view of 
long-range trends, the emergence of 
an' effective Israeli Arab leadership 
is of much greater importance than 
whether there was more or less vio- 
lence on Land Day itself. 


HOW SHOULD Jewish Israel re- 


spond to this new situation? The 
first obvious answer is that the polit- 
ical community must accord a much 
higher priority to the problems of 
the Arab minority than it has hither- 
to. In this regard, it is important to 
note that the number of Arabs and 
Druse in Israel is now as large as the 
number of Orthodox Jews. Whereas 
the latter have during the past de- 
cade and more managed to win an 
inordinate share of political power, 
exploiting the near parity be- 
tween the two major parties, the 
Arabs have, in effect, been totally 
excluded from the politics that count 
— the politics of who gets what and 
how much, that is almost entirely 
determined at the cabinet level. 


Israel's Arabs have been pro- 
gressing over the past decade to a 
new situation in which they are now 
potentially able to mobilize their 
electoral power to satisfy their 
needs. Many of those needs have 
always been partially met by the Is- 
raeli establishment, but always in a 
paternalistic manner, and never in 
recognition of the ‘Arabs’ political 
power. But the Arabs now seem to 
have grown beyond such a 
relationship. 

One of the paradoxes of the new 
situation is that as Israeli-Arab elec- 
toral power and sophistication have 

. 580 bas the temptation to use 
that power for what is basically an 
illegitimate purpose: stridently ex- 


ἃ identification with Israel's 
LO enemy. 

Israeli Arabs’ affinity for their 
Palestinian kinsmen in the Israel- 
a territories and in the Pales- 
tinian diaspora is not something that 
has emerged with the Palestinian 
uprising of the past three-and-a-half 
months. It was always there; but its 

ion was always muted. 

In the past, Israeli Arabs, for the 
most part, instinctively understood 
that despite their very legitimate hu- 
man sympathy for their kinsmen, 
identifying openly with the PLO 
against Israel was a very dangerous 
matter, as long as the PLO re- 
mained Israel's implacable enemy. 
Such gpen identification with the 
PLO remains just as dangerous for 
them today as it was in the past. 

Yhave made the point in past ana- 
lyses of Israeli Arabs on Palestinian 
“days” that Israeli Arabs can be di- 
vided into three major groups in 


_ their attitude to Israel. A significant 


minority ~ possibly 20 per cent or 
more — are out and out enemies of 
Israel, who pose ἃ real potential 
danger of internal subversion, and 
fully merit Israeli attempts to keep 
tabs on them through the GSS and 
similar agencies, 

A similar proportion have made 
their peace with their continued ex- 
istence as a minority in a Jewish 
state of Israel, and are concerned 
primarily with getting as large a slice 
of the Israeli pie as possible. Their 
attitude derives less from a love of 
Israel or of being relegated to being 
a minority in a Jewish state, than 
from a healthy perception of what 

Arabs stand to lose from adopting ἃ. 
permanent hostile stance. 

And finally, there is the majority, 
vecillanas between those two 
approaches. 

It seems clear‘that under the im- 
pact of the recent dramatic events in 
the territories, significant elements 
among that majority have been driv- 
en in the direction of the anti-Israel 
pole, although it is far from clear 
whether this is a transitory or per- 
manent shift. 

What is less often noted is that 
there is a somewhat similar division 
in the attitudes of the Jewish major- 
ity towards Israeli Arabs. A sizeable 
minority of Jews are out and out 
Arab haters, who undoubtedly 
would love to get rid of them at the 
first opportunity; a smaller minority 
bave a very developed sense of em-

“The success of the strike is a 
clear sign of the political maturity of 
the Arab sector,” declared Suheil 
Diab, head of the strike committee 
for the Nazareth region and secre- 
tary of the Nazareth branch of the 
csommunist-led Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality. 

“T have no conflict of interest be- 
cause I’m a Palestinian who feels for 
the suffering of my people in the 
territories and wants them to have 
the right of self-determination, but 


who as an. Israeli citizen sees his 
future in this state and wants the 
same privileges as those enjoyed by 
Jewish citizens,” said Diab. 

“This is what Jewish citizens and 
somejof the leadership don't under- 
stand, or don’t want to understand. 
We have used our deomcratic right 
to strike and demonstrate on these 
two vital and sensitive issues. In do- 
ing so, we bave proved that we are 
an important factor on the Israeli 
political map and that our voice can- 
not be ignored.“ 


WHATEVER THE arguments, the 
indisputable “success” of this year’s 
Land Day was the relative calm that 
prevailed on the day inside Israeli 
Arab communities, for which such 
seemingly unlikely partners as the 
government, the security forces and 
the Arabs themselves all took the 
credit. 

Deputy Minister Ronnie Milo, re- 
sponsible for Arab affairs, main- 
tained that the limited number of 
disturbances was entirely the result

Peace Day strike. . 

Although Bar-Lev did not give 


any details, more than 200 people 
were arrested or detained for ques- 
tioning in connection with the riots 
that erupted in Nazareth, on the 
Wadi Ara highway near Umm el- 
Fahm, and in other areas. 

The violent clashes between stone 
and bottle-hurling youths and police 
in Nazareth were described by vet- 
eran journalists as worse then any- 
thing they had seen in the territo- 
ries, the only difference being that 
the police were responsible for 
maintaining law and order and were 
well-equipped with tear gas. 

Bar-Lev noted on Wednesday 
that stiff prison terms had been 
handed down by the courts for those 
found guilty of participating in the 
Peace Day riots, while families of 
juvenile offenders had been faced 
with fines of up to NIS 15,000. 
These were part of the lessons, he 
said. 

He also cited the call by Arab 
local council Jeaders to keep the 
peace and the massive presence of 
police. which was felt throughout

As revolutionary as such a new 
power-sharing relationship will un- 
doubtedly be, it will be possible only 
if clear lines are drawn by the Jewish 
establishment and adhered to by the 
Asab leadership. Israeli Arabs can 
participate more meaningfully in Is- 
raeli politics and all that derives 
from such participation only if they 
are perceptive enough to steer clear 
of the chimera of their “democratic 
right” to demonstratively involve 
themselves in the on-going Arab- 
Israel conflict and especially in Isra- 
el’s conflict with the PLO. 


Israel's Jewish majotity must de~ 
velop a new sensitivity to the legiti- 
mate needs, including those intangi- 
bles of personal and communal 
dignity, of the Arabs. It is equally 
essential that Israeli Arabs develop 
a similar sensitivity to the percep~ 
tion of Israeli Jews of being involved 
in 8 40-year-long, life-and-death war 
with the Arab world, spearheaded 
in recent years by the PLO. 


There will clearly be many diffi- 
culties entailed in Restpeatia and 
respecting such mutual sensitivities.

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NIMROD NOVIK, who would not

This cumulative expression of bitter- 
ness and hopelessness has been building up for twenty years - for some it has been 
forty. Both duration and intensity of the protest are a proof that, in this conflict, time is 
not a healing factor. Time is working against Israel. 
Palestinian and Israeli national identity are equivalent but the former is liable to take on 
a Mostem orientation, as a result of the political stalemate. It is in Israel’s interest to 
reverse this trend. This could mean nothing less than the recognition of the Palestin- 
jans as a political entity. Practically, an intemational conference appears to be the 
appropriate forum for such an act of recognition.

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It is quite possible that under 
Ej ian or Jordanian pressure. the 
PLO will find it easier to keep quiet 
and allow others to operate, Novik 
says. But this doesn't mean that the 
PLO must step forward and publicly 
accept the Shultz proposal. It must, 
however, quietly signal y*Palestin- 
ians that those who step forward are 
not endangering their lives. 


The U.S.: Shultz has told the parties 
that as long as they have not said no, 
he regards their positions as posi- 
tive. It's quite possible, Novik says, 
that the moment of truth will not 
come until the UN secretary- gener- 
al extends invitations to attend an 
international conference in Geneva. 

“Shultz is trying to instil the feel- 


“ing that he is not imposing anything 


on anyone. First there were only 
fragmentary ideas, then consulta- 
tions with no papers on the table, 
then a draft proposal, ard in the end 
came the Shuitz letter. 

“Between the first and the last 
stage. the parties were left with the 
impression that they were partici- 
pating in the formulation of the 
Shultz document.

Novik believes that this strategy 
will continue to prevail in the nest 
stage: the parties will be invited to 
comment on the formala for an invi- 
tation to peace talks.

“It’s not true that the Americans 
were unwilling to enter the fray in 
April, May 1987," he says. ‘They 
realized well the historical si 
nificance of the breakthrou 
achieved in April 1987 between 
Peres and Hussein, and I remember 
that U.S. Ambassador Thomas 
Pickering came to Shamir several 
days after the London agreement 
and told him:'I am speaking to you 
not only as a U.S. ambassador but 
also as a. personal representative of 
Shultz, in light of the historical 
breakthrough we are facing." 

Pickering also told Shamir that 
Shultz was willing to come to the 
area within a week. ‘This was quite 
dramatic,” Novik says. 

“We all remember that then-min- 
ister Moshe Arens went to the U.S, 
ostensibly for the Bonds, and kept 
his Bonds date in a closed meeting 
with Shultz. We don’t know what 
was said at this meeting, we never 
got a report.But we do know that 
the result was that Shultz decided 
not to come. Someone persuaded 
him that if he came, it would consti- 
tute interference in Israel's internal 
affairs.” 

The attitude of the administration 
was undoubtedly influenced by the 
events in the territories, Novik says, 
but adds, “I am happy that Shuitz 
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did not need a war in the area itt 
order to come and try to achieve 
peace. as was the case in 1973, when" 
Kissinger began his dynamic in- 
volvement in the peace moves.

He has a Palestinian ethnic connec- 
tion and will support the Palestinian 
Struggle, but he considers himself a 
Jordanian — as do his children who 
were born in Amman.” 

But cannot the Palestinians sup- 
plant the king whenever they 
choose?

“No way,” he responded. “Jor- 
dan, like Israel, has a strong army 
and excellent intelligence services. 
The king is not going to go...In any 
case, neither Palestine nor Transjor- 
dan has been part of the same polity 
at any time im history.

I was born 
and raised in Jaffa. 1 have always 
been a Palestinian.” 

So what connection. does Abu- 
Lughod of Jaffa have with Nablus 
and Ramallah? 

“A great deal.” be replied.“'I sang 
the songs of Palestine as a youth. I 
took special pride in Nablus and 
Gaza, as well as Haifa and Jaffa. 
They are ours. Ours is a small, terri- 
torfally-based nationalism. That is 
unfortunate, but that is what it is. It 
is strengthened by the fact that we 
share a collective memory of expul- 
sion, dispossesion and genocide.”

It is different when Israel carries out 
an air-raid to continue its domina- 
tion and suppression, and when the 
Palestinians defend themselves. 


ABU-LUGHOD SAID the Pales- 
tinians have no faith that if they 
abandon armed struggle. Israel will 
respond in a positive way. 

Bur aren't the Palestinians under- 
cutting their chances of achieving a 
West Bank and Gaza state, and a 
better life for their children by up- 
holding violent struggie? 

“1 don’t think so. This is the strug- 
gle between a colonized people and 
ἃ colonizer...Ultimately, you make 
the oy too high for the colonizer fi 

y. In every colonial struggle, 
οὶ σπίξειν scream, “You are barbar- 
jan primitives who massacre women 
and children.” That is what the Is- 
raelis say. The tactics the Israelis are 
using now have been used many. 
times before, and the response is 
predictable. Jt leads nowhere.” 

But is it not a mischaracterization 
of the situation to view the Israelis 
as classic colonialists like the French 
or British? 

“No.in the West Bank and Gaza 
the Israelis are real colonialists. Let 
us forget that they have taken my 
home in Jaffa, and focus instead on 
the West Bank and Gaza. There, 
the Israelis are in the same situation 
as the British were in Palestine in 
the 1930s.” . 

The question, Abu-Lughod went 
on, is whether Israel can sustain its 
occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza over the long haul so that it 
pays for them to continue.? So far 
they have done so, and the areas

PREPARATIONS for Pessah this 
week in Kiryat Arba and in Hebron 
itself bore little resemblance to 
those made for the seder held 20 
years ago at the Park Hotel, mark- 
ing the beginning of renewed Jewish 
settlement in the ancient city. 

Rabbi Amram Yifrach, chairman 
of the Hebron Religious Council, 
missed that first Seder, but he was 
present at the two which followed 
when the core of Jewish settlers 
were living in the building housing 
the military government offices. 
One Seder. he recalled, had been 
conducted by then chief rabbi 
Shlomo Goren; the other by Rabbi 
Haim Druckman. ᾿ 

In those days, Yifrach remem- 
bered, the settlers lived together as 
on a kibbutz. preparing their food 
and eating communally. Ac Pessah, 
the participants worked out a com- 
mon nusah for the Seder that was 
acceptable to all. However, today, 
he said, everyone conducts his own 
festive meal. 

True, a few years ago a communal 
holiday feast was arranged for the 
Ethiopian olim in Kiryat Arba who, 
despite their strict observance of 
Pessah in their country of origin, 
had not had a Seder as we know it. 
But even these immigrants — as well 
as others from the Soviet Union and 
elsewhere — now organize their own 
family celebrations or are invited 
out, δὶ 

The current tension and riots.in 
the nearby Arab sector have..mean- 
while, had no effect on Kiryat Arba, 
according to Yifrach. On the con- 
trary. he added. except for a few 
factory owners, no one has even no- 
ticed the repeated strikes by Arab 
workers there, as cven the street- 
cleaners are Jewish. 

Thus, if anything can be said 
about Kiryat Arba's pre-Pessah ac- 
tivities this year, it is that they were 
like those going on elsewhere 
around the country. 

In a flat nearby. Sara Nachshon 
was in the midst of making food for 
a Seder at which there would be at 
least 20 participants. Those present 
would include all 10 of her children,

the spouses of those who were mar- 
ried, and the grandchildren. There 
would also be, she said, a guest from 
the U.S. and a French convert to 
Judaism. 

“I might even be able to find a 
soldier or two,” she added. 

For her husband, painter Baruch 
Nachshon. whose long payor and 
glowering eyes contrasted strangely 
with- his beret, the holiday is far 


more than just a time fdr -house-- 


cleaning or a festive meal. As he 
displayed an unfinished painting on 
which he had worked on most of the 
night, depicting a rebuilt Temple oc- 
cupying the Temple Mount in Jeru- 
salem, he expressed the hope that 
this year, Pessah would mark the 
Redemption. 

Sara Nachshon pointed to anoth- 
er painting of her husband's showing 
three sites: the Cave of Machpela in 
Hebron, burial place of the Patri- 
archs; the Temple Mount in Jerusa- 
lem; and Joseph's Tomb in Nablus.

In the small street that comprises 


’ the Jewish section of Hebron, prep- 


arations for the holiday were also 
underway and furniture stood out- 
doors here as well. In Beit Hadas- 
sah, Noam Arnon had two large 
pots set up on the stove in his tiny 
kitchen, ready for his own kashering, 
of utensils. 

The uprising in the territories has 
not affected the residents of Beit 
Hadassah, Arnon explained, al- 
though he added that usually, resi- 
dents of the building which is one of 
the strongholds of Jewish settlement 
in Hebron bought much of their 
food for the holiday from Arab 
shops. This year, the strike had put 
an end to that. 

He also said that as usual, He- 
bron’s Jewish residents were expect- 
ing a large number of visitors during 
the intermediate days of the holi- 
day. To help them. the settlers were 
setting up an information. .booth. 
near the Cave of Machpela. : 

“We want them to come,” Amon 
said. “It is important that they come 
and see that life is going on as 
usual.” 2 
At the synagogue of Beit Hadas- 
sah, a young man with a good-na- 
tured smile was whitewashing the 
wails for the holiday. Somehow his 
smile seemed familiar. He was, in 
fact, the victim of a stabbing only a 
month earlier in an incident in which 
angry settlers had attacked press 
photographers. Thus, the threat and 
memory of violence in the areas 
hung in the air, even in the midst of 
Preparations for the holiday.

TWELVE-YEAR-OLD Oren Mau 
rice indicated the home-made mat- 
zot slowly browning on the impro- 
vised “ovens” in the ground at 
Kibbutz Hazorea. “This is what our 
ancestors did on their way from 
Egypt to Israel, and these are the 
kind of matzot they would have eat- 
en,” he declared. : 

While he was speaking, dozens of 
eager young hands kneaded and 
pulled the mixture of unleavened 
bread, using empty bottles to roll 
the lumpy balis and flatten them 
into shapes vaguely resembling 
those of matzot. Each pancake leav- 
ing the “production line” was 
whisked on to the “ovens,” consist- 
ing of tin plates over open fires with 
banked-up eartherm surrounds. 

The older children stoked the 
fires and added more wood. Other 
youngsters busied themselves pre- 
paring salads or tending the pots of 
vegetables bubbling and sizzling in 
the flames of the campfires and 
barbecues. 

“Of course it’s not exactly the 
same as it was then,” Oren said. 
“Our forefathers didn’t have grills 
or anything like that.” he added 
with a smile. 

The setting, too, presented a 
marked contrast to that which the 
tribes of Israel would have faced as 
they wandered in the wilderness, 
dreaming about the promised tand 
of milk and honey. 

. Indeed, the kibbutz, with its stuc- 
co-plastered homes set in manicured 
gardens and nestled against the tree- 
clad slopes of the Carmel mountain, 
.could be said to be the modem epit- 
ome of the old dream come true. 

A group, of toddlers, covered.’ 
from head to foot in mud, wandered. 

the older ‘children. They''had” . 
Just completed building their own 
mud ovens. On passing the finished 
versions, the youngsters were of 
fered a bite of the home-made 
matzot.- 

Nobody can quite remember 
when it started or who initiated the 
idea, but the baking of “real” mat- 
zot in the original manner has be- 
come a traditional part of the Pessah 
preparations at Hazorea. 

“When I was younger, it was a 
way of relating to what our forefa- 
thers went through. Now that I'm 
older and I know the story very well, 
the baking and eating out is part of 
the build-up to the holiday.” Oren 
said. 


THE HOLIDAY atmosphere was 
very much apparent at the Jezreel 
Valley kibbutz, near Yokne'am, 
earlier this week. Walls in the kin- 
dergartens were decorated with 
copies of extracts from the Hag- 
gada, pictures depicting the exodus 
from Egypt and the advent of 
spring. which plays an important 
part in the kibbutz’s Pessah. 

Work was already under way on 
converting the kibbutz auditorium 
into a huge dining room capable of 
seating more than 1,200 members, 
their families and guests for the Se- 
der meal. 

The auditorium, with its fine 
acoustics and modern electronic fa- 
cilities, is normally used for screen- 
ing films, staging shows, concerts, 
lectures and in-house 
entertainment. '

layin pose-built wooden boards 
os : the tiered seats to expand the 
floor space for the hundreds of ta- 
bles and chairs necessary for Hazor- 
ea's big “family.” : 

“Just before Pessah, the whole of 
the hall will be decorated and 
decked with flowers and greenery 
with large pictures of passages from 
the Haggada on the walls,” said 
Edna Rozen, a teacher and a mem- 
ber of the kibbutz. 

“For the Seder itself, the tables 
will be laid out in the traditional 
manner. The food is also traditional, 
usually. consisting of fish, hazeret, 
two kinds of meat, rice, salads and, 
of course, matzot, although during 
the week members are given the 
choice of eating matzot or bread,” 
she said. 

Rozen noted that the prepara- 
tions for Pessah on the kibbutz pre- 
sented ἃ major logistic operation in 
which most of the members lend a 
hand. It is also a tradition on the 


kibbutz to distribute presents to all . 


the homes of all the’ members. 
“Sometimes it might be baskets of 
fruit, sweets and. chocolates, or 
household goods. The. gifts vary 
from year to year,” she explained. 


THE SEDER itself, however, dif- 
fers vastly from the traditional for- 
mat. Hazorea is a member of the 
Kibbutz Artzi movement and, as 
such, uses the movement's version 
of the Haggada, which, according to 
the foreword, attempts to express 
the renewed spirit of the festival and 
particular. 

The movement's Haggada_com- 
_ bifie’ adlierence to tradition and his- 


toric continuity with.a modern na- 


* tionalist outlook. It stresses features 
not incorporated in the -traditional . 


Haggada, such as sprig, signifying 
renewal and rebirth, in Saas and, 


likewise, the spring of the Jewish — 


people and their deliverance aid re- 
demption from slavery as recounted 
in the story of the Exodus. 

It associates this latter aspect with 
the longing for redemption through 
human action, not miracles, recall- 
ing the heroic battles of resistance 
during the Holocaust and the free- 
dom achieved through the establish- 
ment of the state. 

Despite the fact that Hazorea was 
founded 52 years ago by German 
immigrants, its members have de- 
cided over the years to leave out 
teferences to the Holocaust and the 
establishment of the state. - 

Instead, the service concentrates 
on the. two main elements of the 
Haggada, the tradition and refer- 
ences to spring. “We decided to de- 
lete references to the Holocaust and 
the foundation of the state from the 
service, since we have special days 
for these two very important 
events,” said Moni Alon, 73, one of 
the founding members of the 
kibbutz. ᾿ 

Alon, himself of German extrac- 
tion, maintained that it was not sac- 
rilege to alter the Haggada to fit 
modem reality. “Fhe old Haggada 
developed and grew over hundreds 
of years and, in the process, it inev- 
itably underwent changes. I think 
our new Haggada will also change in 
the future,” he said. 

He noted that in the early days of

Jewish settlement, particularly on 
the kibbutzim, there was a spirit of 
pioneering that many of the intellec- 
tuals felt should be incorporated 
into the Haggada, using tradition as 
the base. Ε 

“We had the new experience of 
building a country of socialist-mind- 
ed people and farming the land. We 
wanted to somehow link this with 
Jewish custom, but without becom- 
ing tied to Orthodox religious val- 
ues,” he said. 

“This idea was aptly expressed by 
somebody who referred to tradition 
as a background for cultural enrich- 
ment, but not an absolute authority. 

“From the 1940s onwards,” said 
Alon, “many members of kibbut- 
zim, myself included, tried to create 
a new Haggada that would combine . 
the old experience with the new. We 
took elements from the Tora, espe- 
cially the Exodus, as well as from 
the traditional] Haggada and con- 
nected these with the Holocaust and 
the hopes of Zionism. : 

“The Exodus was also our experi- 
ence with Germany, the modern 
Egypt. Jews in Germany had be- 
come assimilated into the social 
structure of the country as had the 
Jews living in Egypt. There were 
many similarities. 

“We also brought in the spring 
and the Omer, the first harvest, 
which takes place on the day after 
Pessah,”’ he said. "We used modem

literature, poems ‘and songs to

ALON NORMALLY takes the role 
of the “father™ of the Seder, sitting 
with six other members of the -kib- 
butz at the main table, symbolically 
arranged and laid in the traditional 
manner, on a raised dais at the focal 
point of the hall. — 

Alon and the others at the main 
table take turns reading passages 
from the Haggada. The ceremony 
itself usually opens with children 
carrying sheaves of barley cut from

The readings are interspersed 
with songs, dances and recitals. per- 
formed by kibbucz members of all 
ages, that express and complement’ 
the main themes of the Haggada. 

“It is not entertainment.” said 
Alon. “The singing and dancing is 4 
form of cultural enrichment of th 
service itself.” This incorporates 
many of the customary features, in- 
cluding the four cups of wine. the 
four sons, the ten plagues. Elijah’s 
cup -- representing hope for a better 
and more peaceful future -- the afi- 
koman and many of the traditional 
songs. ᾿ 

Alon said it was important, with 
so many people in attendance, that 
the service, which normally fasts 
about two hours, should be able to 
capture and hold the attention of all 
the people, especially the young 
children. “The text stays the same, 
although we do vary the songs and 
dances from year to year.” he said. 

“It is also important. in my opin- 
ion, in this age of television. video 
and stereo, to have a dignified cul- 
tural service that expresses the holi- 
‘day and balances tradition with a 
modem outlook,” he added. 


THE KIBBUTZ, which today has a 
population of more than 1,000 peo- ; 
ple from 30 countries, is certainly 
not lacking in creature comforts. 
Apart from the auditorium, swim- 
ming pool and tennis courts, and a 
Far East art museum, Hazorea has 
modern housing and accommoda- 
tion for elderly and infirm members 


; ‘and up-to-the-minute children’s 
τ houses. It also has an internal cdble 
- television n 


used to screen 
films and live recordings of weekly 
kibbutz meetings, enabling mem- 
bers to participate without leaving 
their homes. The cable network is 
also used to convey important an- 
nouncements or screen recordings 


- of shows staged on the kibbutz. 


Hazorea’s name is inextricably 
linked with its highly profitable fur- 
niture factory, run in partnership 
with Kibbutz Givat Oz. There is also 
the Plastopil plant, manufacturing 
plastics used mainly for agricultural 
purposes, farm and fish produce - 
and goldfish breeding, mainly for 
export. 

Edna Rozen noted that Mapam 
secretary Hanan Erez is ἃ member 
of Hazorea, as is the director of the 
Givat Haviva Centre for Arabic 
Studies. A large percentage of the 
members are politically active, 
mostly on behalf of Mapam, al- 
though some support the Citizens 
Rights Movement. Many are affili- 
ated with the Peace Now 
movement. : 

‘The day after the Seder on Kib- 
butz Hazorea, as in other kibbutzim 
throughout the country, is devoted 
to celebrating the Omer, the gather- 
ing of the first harvest.

The millennial 
cemeteries which, in any civilized country, are preserved as 
historic relics, were converted into highways, and gravestones 
were used in their construction.

Before the riots, 100,000 Palestinians went to work daily in 
Israel.

They staged a 
pratest demonstration in Red Square, something Moscow 
hadn't witnessed since 1917. The Africans received not the 
slightest sympathy from the Russian people; on the contrary, 
they shouted words Itke “savages” and “animals“ at them.

This is the same superpower that, together with the Arab na- 
tions, endorsed the proclamation that "Zionism js racism.” And 
now they want to teach the Israelis the business of morality. 
Anybody who still thinks the Russians have a moral right to 
crilicize Israel should read Bill Keller's article in The New York 
Times Magazine about Russian adventurism in Afghanistan. 

Now, as for the conflict itself} No Arab wants to talk peace -- 
not a single Arab government leader or Palestinian spokesman, 
mostly out of fear of threats by Arafat, Abu Nidal. etc. Of all the 
national movements in the world that fought for independence 
during the last 40 years -- Kenyatta’s Kenya, Mugabe's Zim- 
babwe, εἰς. -- only Arafat's PLO ended up in ruins, without any 
positive results, because it was founded, from the beginning. 
upon the destructidn of another people -- as stated in the PLO 
National Covenant.. Its tools were always murder of school 
children, international terror, Wegal amassing of immense 
fortunes from blackmail, killing each other (as happened 
recently in Cyprus) and blocking by murderous threats all 
peaceful negotiations. 

There are many solutions to this conflict, if only there 
existed the will, disposition, and someone with whom to 
negotiate. What follows are a few possibilities for a solution: 

1) The Camp David Accords call for a five year autonomy 
period. During this time, Palestinians would govern themselves 
on all levels of daily life, except in matters of security. These five 
years would provide enough time for both parties to Gnd a ᾽ 
definitive and peaceful solution. 

2) Israel, at its Inception, received 600,000 Jews from Arab 
ghettos. An equal number of Palestinian Arabs quit Israel at 
the urging of the Arab states, which called on them to clear the 
battlefield for the eventual victory that would drive the Jews 
into the sea. Thus, a de facto exchange of population has 
already occurred, similar to the population exchanges that 
took place after World War II involving 70 million people. The 
difference is that all] of the other post-war refugees were 
welcomed and integrated into their new countries. Only the 
Palestinian refugees were shunted into camps by their Arab 
brothers, to serve as pawns in the war against Israel. 


3) Today, the Palestinians satisfy their national aspira- 
tions in Jordan, where they constitute a majority. Jordanian 
territory was part of Palestine until 1923, when to suit British 
interests it was cut off from the rest of Palestine to create the 
Kingdom of Trans-Jordan, now known as Jordan. 

4) The immensely wealthy Arab countries, consisting of 22 
nations with vast, empty lands, could resettle the Palestinians 


"at the cost of only 196 of their income from the sale of oll. 


Under no circumstances can Israel allow the establishment 
of a "Palestinian state” in the territories, because this would 
amount to its own suicide. The distance in some parts between 
the border and the most populated cities in Israel is the same 
ag the distance from the South Bronx to Greenwich Village. At 
the heart of the PLO National Covenant is the t of all 
of Palestine, including Haifa, Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, etc. A 
Palestinian state would immediately turn into a terrorist base 
with Soviet support. Its existence in that region is not desired 
by Jordan, Syria, Saudi Arabia, Egypt, or by any of the Arab 
leaders, who fear PLO terrorism more than Israel does. 

‘When Zionist settlement intensified after the Balfour Decla~ 
ration in 1917, tens of thousands of Arabs began coming into 
Palestine to take advantage of the growing economic opportu~ 
nities there. (Palestine derives from the name given to it by the 
Romans, and all the people who live there -- Jews, Christians 
and Moslems — are Palestinians.) This influx, plus their high 
birthrate, has contributed over the last years to their present 
numbers. And now Arafat wants it for himself. 

If we agree that Judea, Samaria and Jerusalem belong to the 
Arabs, then we had better start rewriting the Bible and the his- 
tory of Christianity.. America, Mexico and the whole western 
hemisphere should then revert to the Indians, and we would 
probably also have to redraw the map of Europe. Arafat and his 
supporters all over the world, and there are a lot of them, expect 
the Israelis to go back to Auschwitz, to Buchenwald and to 
Treblinka. 1 have news for them -- NEVER.AGAIN. The Arabs 
are a majority in 22 states and a minority in only one tiny state:

“ETRST OF all, we have'to persuade ourselves and 
the people that not everyone is against us. The 
Jewish people must be behind us; we can't go to 
peace (or war) a divided people. I speak no less 
clearly than Geula Cohen when I say: Eretz Yis- 
rael, yes; civil war, no! Whoever opposes that can 
vote Tehiya. We are against going to war against a 
democratic decision. It's more difficult to bring 
across the message of Tora and work. 

“Agudat Yisrael as far as I'm concemed are not 
religious because they are not part of defending the 
state and Eretz Yisrael.

The go-it-alone approach 


My scepticism leads me to accuse 
Peres at best of “wishful thinking,’” 
at worst of misleading Israel's public 
and his own party to uttimate and 
certain electoral defeat. In the pro- 
cess. the Likud has been handed the 
“gift” of being the factor solely re~ 
sponsible for the country’s security. 
The one issue on which Labour's 
approach should have been bi-parti- 
san. namely, security, will become 
the core of the Knesset elections, 
and on this, Labour can only lose. 

The one Labour leader who has 
emerged from his party's present 
confusion with a semblance of credit 
is Rabin. He has at least made it 
clear that he refuses to countenance 
a Palestinian Arab state “side by 
side“ with Israel, and sees in territo- 
rial compromise the addition to Jor- 
dan proper of the heavily-populated 
Palestinian Arab areas. Nor is he 
impressed by those who have sud- 
denly discovered that in this age of 
rockets and missiles,’the [oss of one 
or two more kilometres of territory 
does not matter.” 


THE SIMPLE FACT is that any 
political change in the situation of 
the disputed areas will have to be 
enforced. The stone-throwing 
youngsters, and those who push 
them to the forefront, have shown 
no indication of political indepen- 
dence from either PLO or Isiamic 
fundamentalists.

Formative Years of Israel's Statehood” at Tel 
Aviv confirmed one’s scepticism about hold-

policy — all were treated by experts who had 
devoted untold days to perusing archives of 
the times made available to scholars in recent 
years. The result was astounding. While many 
a telling detai] was brought to light, the gener- 
al outline of the events was not noticeably 
altered as a result of the research. 

_As might have been expected, much of the 
disputation centred on David Ben-Gurion’s 
personality and role. On-the extreme, Ben- 
Gurion was depicted as a power-bungry dicta- 
tor who refused to lend an ear to the inteliec- 
tuals — somewhat like Menachem Begin, who. 
according to Prof. Yonatan Shapiro, alienated 
the intelligentsia in his party, Herut, by his 
constant bandying of such symbols as histori- 
cal borders and military might. Less rabid 
opponents of Ben-Gurion invidiously com- 
pared his perception of political reality with 
that of Moshe Sharett. 

Prof. Ttamar Rabinovich produced a con- 
crete example of how history is evoked for 
political purposes. It has been sometimes stat- 

"οὐ -- quite recently in a study by an Israeli who 
resides in the U.S. —that Ben-Gurion missed a 
chance for a peaceful settlement with Syria 
because he refused to meet the Syrian dictator 
Hosni Za‘im. 

Rabinovich said that the facts of the matter 
were much more complicated. Za'im was the 
first of the Syrian army dictators, and the 
Americans considered him to be “our man.” 
The Americans offered Za’im a substantial 
financial grant in exchange for his offer to 
settle 300,000 Palestinian Arab refugees from 
the Gaza Suip in Syria. Za’im publicly said he 
would meet Ben-Gurion. The Israeli premier

THE ANXIETY over “missed opportunities” 
for peace or at least a modus vivendi with the 
Arabs has troubled many minds, Another no- 
tion that‘bas haunted Jewish liberals is that the 
very emergence of the State of Israel so of- 
fended Arab sengibilities and affected Arab 
life that the Jews owe them an apology. 


According to Prof. Gavriel Ben-Dor of Hai- 
fa University, Israel's impact on developments 
in the Arab world was rather marginal at first. 
Inter-Arab relations would have proceeded 
more or fess on the lines they actualy took 
even without Israel’s existence, though events 
were accelerated by the presence of an appar- 
ently weak Jewish state in their midst. “No 
Arab government fell because of the military 
defeat in 1948," Ben-Dor said. The emer- 

nce of military nile in Arab states, however, 
would probably have taken much longer to 
ripen. 

According to Prof. Gavrie: Cohen of Tet 
Aviv U., the neighbouring Arab states were 
rather reluctant to send troops into Palestine. 
He cited evidence that in May 1948 the Egyp- 
tian high command called for postponing the 
invasion for a few months, because the Egyp- 
tian army had enough ammunition for only 
two weeks of fighting. 


The Egyptians moved their troops, accord- 
ing to Dr. Dan Shiftan, because Transjordan’s 
King Abdullah had budged — despite his 
signed agreement with Ben-Gurion concern- 
ing the ultimate boundaries of the Jewish and 
Arab states in Palestine. The Syrians sent 
troops for fear that the Hashemites would get 
too much of the pie; the Iraqis joined the 
melee in order not to remain outsiders. 


Even Egypt's Nasser, after he came to pow- 
er in 1952, did not consider Israel his first 
priority, according to Prof. Shimon Shamir. 
He recalled that an Israeli representative in 
Paris, Zalman Divon, held talks with the 
Egyptian ambassador. “I don't think peace 
could have been achieved at that stage; but 
relations might have been much smoother had 
there not have been a certain harsh tone ema- 
nating from Israel." 


ON THE ISRAEII side, nobody underesti- 
mated Arab strength, however. When Yisrael 
Galili and Yigael Yadin were asked, on May 
12, 1948, what Israel's chances were in ἃ con- 
test of arms with the Arabs. they estimated 
they were “even.” 

The war was obviously Ben-Gurion’s major 
concern. But it was not on the battlefield that 
the fate of the newbom state was decided. The 
determining factor was the government's ad- 
ministrative ability. The matter was dealt with 
at length, however ‘vaguely. by a “situation 
committee” set up by the Jewish Agency on 
October 12, 1947, seven weeks before the UN 
recommended the establishment of a Jewish 
and an Arab state in a partitioned Palestine 
(but shortly after the British government had 
announced that it was pulling out of 
Palestine). . 

The committee originally had“four mem- 
bers. The Va'ad Le’umi. however, protested 
that it was entitled to be represented, having 
been nominally in charge of the Palestine Jew- 
ish community. So Ben-Gurion became chair- 
man of the * Committee of Eight,” Prof. Paul 
Alsberg recalled. Ze'ev Sherf was appointed 
secretary of the committee, which collected 
data on the administrative practices of the 
Mandatory government and outlined the 
needs of the future. 

Incidentally, all plans were based on the 
premise of a Jewish state within the UN's 
partition boundaries, and envisaged an eco- 
nomic union with the Arab Palestinian state. 

The committee also organized mobilization, 
dealt with money matiers, and outlined the 
future state’s legal and educational systems. 


SITTING through even a small part of the 
lectures at the symposium one was swept 
along by a rush of events, ideas, mutual re- 
criminations, great hopes and nerve-racking 
expectations of doom. No effort at academic 
placidity could obscure the reality of a war in 
which people really died; of penniless immi- 
grants having to Jearn new jobs, new manners: 
of the challenges of rapidly changing 
situations. 

Relations with the great powers, for in- 


stance. particularly with the Soviet Union. 
created serious problems in a period when the 
Cold War was at its zenith. The repercussions 
were felt on the domestic political scene. be- 
cause Mapam, the second biggest party in the 
first elections, firmly insisted on remaining on 
g00d terms with Moscow even though Stalin's 
record on the Jews was obviously pointing to a 
rift. . 

Ben-Gurion did not include Mapam in his 
cabinet. thus inviting a flood of abuse from the 
Zionist left and disrupting ἃ long association 
between Mapai and Mapam on most domestic 
Matters. Unable to persuade Ben-Gurion, 
Mapam succeeded, however, in keeping Israel 
“neutral” - though the ruling Jeadership 
leaned clearly towards the West. 

Incidentally, one of the arguments against 
despairing of the Soviet Union was that 
though Moscow and Jerusalem were travelling 
on opposing tracks, aliya from the East con- 
tinued. One expert on the Soviet Union, how- 
ever, explained this by the fact that Stalin was 
already ailing; moreover. he was fully ab- . 
sorbed by his efforts to keep control in Russia, * 
where the Comraunist Party’s authority had ". 
been weakened by World War If. But this was ε; 
unknown at the time. L 

Mapam’‘s leaving the national leadership did | 
not break the Labour movement, But it hada . 
debilitating effect on Mapai's ability to govern . 
after having been the only political group ia ἡ 
the Yishuv able to assume the responsibilities 
of power. Concerted attacks by Herut and " 
Mapam in the Knesset gradually weakened 
not only Mapai. but the ruling establishment - 
in general -- a situation that is acutely felt 
today. 


BY ANY STANDARDS, the 10 years cov- .. 
ered by the symposium were revolutionary. _ 
Prof. Anita Shapiro, head of the Institute 
for Zionist Research. which organized the | 
event, had no other word to describe the ' 

period when she took the floor to sum up the 
Proceedings. Some are somehow disappointed * 
by the net outcome of the Zionist Revolution. _ 
A misjudgment on the part of the critics, 
Shapiro asserted. : 

The aim of Zionism, according to the late ; 
Yehezke}] Kaufmann, was to create conditions 
for the Jews to live as a majority, nothing else. * 
“Our national anthem,” said Shapiro, “does 
Not aim at more: we wish to be free in our 
land. Period.” How to live free is a matter for * 
the state to decide. Zionism as a movement 
has accomplished its task.

The worst one reportedly resulted 
from Bo's refusal to design just a 
modest box. His choice. of 
what was evidently a “personal sig- 
nature” was disastrous. The Danish 
architect has raped his _pavilion's 
two-storey-high main exhibition half 
with his insertion of a huge marble- 
topped staircase that has the effect 
of being cantilevered out at 90 de- 
grees into the near-middle of the 
hall where it effectively blocks off 
ground-level viewing and, even 
worse, occupies a large chunk of the 
effective space. That the museum 
should have agreed to this monstros- 
ity seems inexplicable. 

The landing of this theatrical 
Staircase was evidently intended to 
offer a grandstand view of the art 
from above; but this intention bad 
already been nicely realized with the 


. design of the open balcony of the 


upper corridor. It is this corridor 
that should have provided the de-

scent into the hall below, leaving the 
main gallery space inviolate. 

A second question mark is the 
atrium garden in the centre of the 
entrance gallery, which is not only 
an unwanted source of strong natu- 
ral light but a waste of space; it 
could just as well have housed an 
intimate print gallery which the pa- 
vilion lacks. There is fittle doubt 
that the atrium windows will anyway 
have to be covered with dark gauze 
blinds. 

After these two major bloopers, 
the architect’s employment of a 
lonely nautical note, in the form of a 
protruding circular porthole in the 
southem elevation, seems merely 
idiosyncratic. 

_ Weisbord's personal collection of 
mostly small-scale works was a real 
achievement, but like many noted 
private collections is a mixed bag 
studded with real gems. The minia- 


ture of Saskia by Rembrandt would -

the lively Rubens oil-on-panel of 
Romulus and Titus Tatius is a mar- 
vel.

Also represented with small oils 
are Salvi, Constable, Lawrence and 
Etty.
